Out-of-State  Students 
To  Pay  Full  Auto  Tax 


Orville  Gunther,  Chairman  of 
the  Utah  State  Tax  Commission, 
has  stated  that  under  a new  tax 
ruling  all  out-of-state  students 
who  bring  cars  to  the  college 
campus  for  the  academic  year 
1963-64  will  be  subjected  to  the 
same  rules  as  apply  to  the  native 
Utahn. 

THE  RULE  will  become  effect- 
ive Sept.  20,  1963,  and  will  re- 
quire all  students  driving  out-of- 
state  license  plates  to  pay  $6.00 
for  Utah  plates,  plus  payment  of 
property  taxes  on  the  car  at  the 
mill  levy'  of  the  area  in  which 
the  student  resides. 

Approximately  1,900  out-of- 
state  BYU  students  bring  auto- 
mobiles to  school.  Heretofore, 
students  have  received  an  out-of- 
state  certificate  and  have  been 
allowed  to  drive  with  the  plates 
of  their  home  state. 

CHAIRMAN  Gunther  said  that 
in  1950,  when  student  out-of- 
state  cars  were  exempted  from 
Utah  plates  and  tax  payment,  a 
relatively  small  number  of  cars 
were  involved.  Today,  Gunther 
says  that  there  are  about  3,500

LONDON  — Labor  member  of  Parliament  Emiys 
Hughes  tried  to  introduce  a bill  in  the  House  of  Commons 
ousting  the  U.  S.  Navy’s  Polaris-equipped  nuclear  submar- 
ines from  Holy  Lock,  Scotland,  but  the  effort  was  defeated 
by  a vote  of  177  to  34.  Despite  the  vote,  Anglo-American 
relations  were  at  a new  low  because  of  a U.  S.  proposal  to 
scrap  the  Skybolt  missile  on  which  Britain  has  based  all  its 
plans  for  its  own  nuclear  deterrent.

BUENOS  AIRES  — The  air  force  revolt  movement  of 
Gen.  Cayo  Alsina  collapsed  after  a strafing  and  bombing 
attack  on  his  Cordoba  sronghold  by  government  warplanes. 
Rebel  units  at  the  airbase  380  miles  northwest  of  Buenos 
Aires  surrendered  formally  at  7 p.m.,  Wednesday. 

MOSCOW  — Premier  Nikita  S.  Khrushchev,  in  a sting- 
ing retort  to  his  Chinese  Communist  critics,  warned  both 
Peking  and  the  U.  S.  not  to  view  Russia’s  missile  pullout 
from  Cuba  as  a sign  of  weakness.  He  rebuked  Peking  for 
urging  war  with  the  U.  S.  over  Cuba  and  told  it  the  U.  S. 
is  a “paper  tiger”  with  nuclear  teeth. 

NEW  DELHI  — Prime  Minister  Jawaharlal  Nehru  said 
India  would  not  guarantee  that  the  cease-fire  in  its  border 
war  with  Communist  China  would  continue  any  longer.  At 
the  same  time,  a military  spokesman  charged  that  Red  Chi- 
nese troops  shot  and  killed  a senior  ^dian  officer  after  the 
Nov.  21  cease-fire  in  the  Northeast  I^rontier  Agency.

Air  Crash 
Near  Provo 
Injures  Trio 

A private  plane  carrying  the 
Limeliters  trio  to  a singing  en- 
gagement in  Salt  Lake  City 
crashed  Wednesday  evening  as  it 
was  coming  in  to  land  at  the 
Provo  airport. 

THE  PLANE,  a two-engine 
Beechcraft,  was  bound  from 
Denver  and  was  landing  at  Pro- 
vo because  the  Salt  Lake  City 
airport  had  been  closed  by  fog. 

The  plane  carried  six  passen- 
gers, including  the  pilot.  All  six 
were  taken  to  Ut^h  Valley  Hos- 
pital for  observation.  Those  in- 
volved included  Louis  Gottlieb, 
Alex  Hasilev,  Burt  Zilnigher, 
Glenn  Yarbough,  Mr  Zobel,  a Salt 
Lake  City  passenger,  and  the  pi- 
lot Harlan  Milton.  All  received 
minor  injuries  and  were  released 
from  the  hospital. 

ACCORDING  to  police  reports, 
the  chartered  plar;e  had  radioed 
Provo  airport  for  landing  in- 
structions and  gone  over  the  air- 
port to  make  a final  approach  for 
landing. 

About  four  miles  southeast  of 
the  airport  the  pilot  apparently 
realized  he  was  too  low  and  at- 
tempted to  pull  up.  The  plane 
instead  plowed  into  a field.  Both 
engines  were  torn  off  and  the 
tail  structure  was  damaged,  Pro- 
vo police  said. 

AIRPORT  radio  operators  had 
called  Provo  police  when  contact 
with  the  plane  was  lost.  Police, 
however,  had  no  way  of  locating 
the  plane  until  its  pilot  walked 
to  a nearby  home  and  called  for 
help. 

The  trio,  which  was  to  have 
performed  in  Salt  Lake  City  this 
weekend,  had  originally  taken  a 
DC-7  commercial  plane  from 
Denver.  That  plane  was  forced 
to  turn  back,  however,  because 
of  landing  conditions  at  the  Salt 
Lake  airport.

Honor  Council  Defends 
Goals,  Members,  Work 


In  response  to  Mr.  Bowen’s  statements  in  the  Senate 
meeting  Monday  evening  concerning  the  Honor  Council,  I 
should  like  to  ciai’ify  several  points. 

First,  the  function  of  the  Honor  Council  isn’t  merely 
that  of  counseling.  Persons  with  deep  emotional  problems 
are  referred  to  Counseling  Service.  Our  purpose  is  to  work 
with  students  who  violate  the  Honor  Code  in  the  hope  that 
they  will  develop  a desire  to  abide  the  standards  that  they 


pledged  to  k-eep  wlren  tltey  enrolled  at  BYU.  This  student- 
relationship  has  proved  quite  effective  and  our 


to-student 

files  reveal  many  persons  who  have  successfully  overcome 
personal  habits,  are  now  active  in  the  Church,  and  have- a 
new  perspective  of  honor  due  to  the  patient  work  of  Honor 
Council  members.  Those  students  who  refuse  to  abide  by  our 
Standards  have  no  place  here  and  are  advised  that  they  must 
transfer  to  another  university  where  their  habits  are  ac- 
ceptable. 

SECOND,  Honor  Council  members  are  screened  thor- 
ougldy.  Applicants  are  selected  only  after  taking  two  coun- 
seling tests,  being  intendewed  by  Counseling  Service,  and 
having  two  extensive  interviews  by  the  Council  Chairman 
and  Vice-Chairmen. 

I feel  our  members  are  well  qualified  and  represent  a 
wide  background  and  variety  of  experience.  The  Council  is 
composed  of  four  graduate  students,  eight  seniors,  eight 
juniors,  nine  sophomores  and  six  freshmen.  Thirteen  are  re- 
turned missionaries,  six  having  served  as  2nd  Counselors; 
two  are  presently  in  Campus  Bishoprics;  and  five  are  mar- 
ried. One  is  a transfer  student  from  West  Point  and  another 
established  and  presided  over  the  first  Honor  Council  at  the 
Church  College  of  Hawaii.  A good  number  are  majoring  in 
psj-chology  and  sociology  and  have  had  experience  along 
titese  lines. 

TO  FURTHER  prepare  our  members,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  we  asked  Drs.  Dyer  and  Hardy  of  the  Sociology 
Department  to  conduct  gi'oup  sensitivity  sessions  for  the 
Council.  Also,  weekly  presentations  of  basic  counseling  tech- 
niques are  being  conducted  by  Dr.  Johnson  of  the  Counsel- 
ing Seiwice. 

Third,  we  feel  that  our  w’ork,  although  not  one  hund- 
I’ed  per  cent  effective,  is  very  substantial  and  a great  asset 
to  the  University.  To  date  87  cases  have  been  referred  to 
tlie  Honor  Council.  Of  this  numbr  43  are  for  smoking,  22  for 
drinking,  21  for  cheating,  and  one  for  lying.  This  is  ’a  small 
number  for  a university  of  our  size,  but  I am  confident  that 
all  of  us  are  appreciative  that  these  violations  aren’t  being 
ignored  and  an  opportunity  for  help  is  being  offered  these 
individuals. 

Christ’s  basic  principles  are  to  love  and  help  our  fellow' 
man.  We  appreciate  the  support  of  those  students  who  have 
felt  love  enough  for  their  fellow  students  and  suficient  pride 
in  tlteir  University  to  refer  these  individuals  for  help.

CHRISTM.4lS  in  Argentina  is 
not  emphasized  so  much  as  it  is 
here,”  said  David  Rust  who  also 
filled  a mission  there.  “They 
don’t  give  elaborate  gifts  the  way 
we  do,”  he  said. 

CREEPING  commercialism  is 
beginning  to  arrive  on  the  Christ- 
mas scene  in  Argentina,”  said 
Larry  Day  who  worked  there  as 
a reporter  for  Uninted  Press  In- 
ternational.

CHRISTMAS  is,  mainly  a fam- 
ily affair  in  Argentina.  “We  mis- 
sionaries were  invited  into  homes 
for  Christmas  Eve,”  Rust  said, 
“and  after  the  celebration  they 
kissed  all  the  relatives  ■ includ- 
ing us.” 

‘DIA  de  los  Tres  Reyes”  or 
“Day  of  the  Three  Kings”  is  the 
time  for  gift  giving  in  Argentina 
Fletcher  said.  On  Jan.  6 the  child- 
ren leave  their  shoes  out  for  the 
wise  men  to  fill  with  presents. 
“They  sometimes  fill  their  shoes 
with  straw  for  the  camels,”  Day 
said.  , 


Yule  Symbols 
Have  Roots 
In  Tradition

In  celebrating  Christmas  we 
use  many  • symbols  in  decora- 
tions, customs  and  traditions  to 
make  our  Christmas  festivities 
what  they  are  and  what  we  al- 
ways look  forward  to  and  re- 
member 

T he  favorite  symbol  for 
youngsters  and  oldsters  alike  is 
of  course  Santa  Claus  or  St. 
Nicholas. 

ST.  NICHOLAS  was  a bishop 
of  Myra,  in  Asia  Minor,  some- 
time during  the  third  century 
A,  D.  He  was  famous  for  his 
generosity.  The  people  of  The 
Netherlands  chose  him  as  the 
patron  saint  of,  Christmas  and 
his  fame  grew.  * 

Santa  Claus  is  strictly  Ameri- 
can but  his  tradition  comes  from 
many  European  countries.  His 
mode  of  entry  through  the 
chimney  comes  from  a Norse 
belief  that  a goddess  of  good 
luck  appeared  in  the  fireplace. 
•His  name  is  a derivative  of  St. 
Nicholas  and  his  gift-giving  at 
tributes  are  also  European. 

Santa  Claus  as  we  know  him 
now  was  -first  described  by 
Clement  C.  Moore  in  1923  in  his 
“The  Night  Before  Christmas.” 

PERHAPS  THE  real  favorite 
symbol  of  Christmas  to  most 
college  students  is  the  mistletoe. 
No  one  knows  how  it  became 
connected  with  Christmas,  and 
no  one  really  cares.  It  was  first 
used  in  the  religious  ceremonies 
of  the  Druids.  It’s  use  now  is 
much  more  explicit  and  far 
more  fun. 

The  Christmas  ‘ tree  could 
have  come  from  the  Scandina- 
vians putting  their  pagan  wor- 
ship of  evergreen  trees  into 
their  Christian  worship.  An- 
other story  is  that  it  was  shown 
in  a miracle  to  §aint  Boniface, 
an  English  missionary,  1,20D 
years  ago. 

THE  STAR  is  of  course  the 
symbol  of  Christ’s  birth,  His 
guiding  light.  The  star  of  David 
is  a six-pointed  star. 

Lights  at  Christmas  represent 
Christ  as  the  Light  of  the 
World.  It  is  said  that  Martin 
Luther  was  the  first  to  use 
lights  on  a Christmas  tree  to 
represent  the  glory  and  beauty 
of  the  stars  the  night  of  Christ’s 
birth. 

The  exchange  of  Christmas 
cards  is  a fairly  recent  tradi- 
tion. They  were  first  printed 
and  put  on  sale  in  1843  by  a 
London  company.  They  soon 
took  the  place  of  the  handwrit- 
ten personal  notes  usually  ex- 
changed at  this  time. 

THE  YULE  LOG  was  origi- 
nally burned  once  a year  by  the 
Norse  to  honor  Thor,  the  god  of 
thunder.  When  they  became 
Christians  this  was  transferred 
to  the  Christian  festivities.  Yuie 
was  adopted  to  mean  Christmas 
in  the  Scandinavian  countries.

Baseball  Still 
Spotlighted  in 
Sports  News 

BOSTON,  Dec.  12  (UPD— The 
American  League  today  bestowed 
its  1962  Blue  Ribbon  for  Fielding 
Proficiency  on  the  fifth-place 
Chicago  White  Sox. 

Always  strong  defensively,  the 
White  Sox  compiled  a te^m  field- 
ing figure  of  .982  to  lead  all  Am- 
erican League  clubs,  according  to 
the  official  averages  released  by 
league  headquarters  here. 

Along  with  the  top  team  aver- 
age, the  White  Sox  also  produced 
four  individual  defensive  leaders 
in  first  baseman  Joe  Cunning- 
ham, second  baseman  Nellie  Fox, 
shortstop  Luis  Aparicio  anci 
pitcher  Ray  Herbert. 

FORTY-SIX  pitchers  went 
through  the  season  without  mak- 
ing an  error  but  20-game  winner 
Herbert  was  rated  the  top  field- 
er at  his  position  because  he 
handled  the  most  chances,  71, 
without  a miscue. 

Elston  Howard  of  the  Yankees 
paced  the  catchers,  his  .995  aver- 
age being  one  point  better  than  . 
the  ;994  mark  compiled  by  Dick 
Brown,  who- was  recently  traded 
to  the  Orioles  by  the  Detroit  Ti- 
gers. 

Hank  Aguirre  of  Detroit,  the 
“world’s  worst  hitter,”  also  turn- 
ed out  to  be  the  American 
League’s  best  pitcher  in  1962. 

AGUIRRE’S  certification  as  the 
No.  1 pitcher  in  the  circuit  was 
made  official  today  by  American 
League  headquarters  which  an- 
nounced the  Tiger  southpaw  led 
all  A.  L.  hurlers  with  a 2.21 
earned  run  average. 

Aguirre,  a 30-year-old  native 
of  Azusa,  Calif.,  makes  no  bones 
about  his  hitting.  He  claims  to 
be  the  worst  he  has  even  seen 
and  he  gets  virtually  no  argu- 
ments on  the  subject.  His  .027 
batting  average  last  season  was 
better  than  he  generally  does.
